Versallles. Ky., Dec. 6.—[Special ]— 
There will be a flgbt In the Versailles 
City Council, when It meets Tuesday 
night, over the passage of an ordinance 
which proposes to separate the white 
and oolortd public school fund in this 
city. 

An act of the last Legislature author¬ 
izing ar.y city of the fourth clas* to 
provide by ordinance that no revenue 
raided bv taxation from the property 
or poll of any w’hite person, or corpor¬ 
ation shall be used for the support of 
any graded free colored common school, 
nor any revenue raised by taxation 
from the property or poH of any oolorod 
person be used for the support of any 
graded free white common school. 

At the last meeting of the Versailles 
Council, which was not a full meeting, 
a majority of those present voted to 
direct the City Attorney to Mraft an 
ordlmsoe in accordance xvith the act 
City Attorney Edwards has prepared 
the ordinance, and it will be submitted 
to the Council and will be voted on to¬ 
morrow night. The ordinance provides 
that the Council shall appoint a board 
of six trustees for each of the two sys¬ 
tems of free white and colored schools, 
w'ho shall respectively manage and con. 
trbl the same until the next succeeding 
regular elertion, when their successors 
rimll be elected. The present Board of 
Education, which was elected last year, 
will cease to '*xlst after having con¬ 
veyed the school property of th^ city 
to the respective white and ccihvcd 
School Trustees. 

Versailles is* the first city In the Stale 
to agitate this question, and the result 
• »f the flght here la being watched with 
ItUerofirt by a number of other Ken- 
?uck> cities. Naturally, the colored 
taxpayers of Versailles are strongly op- 
posed to the contemplated change, as it 
would mean th* sc-riba* crippling of 
their school, and not n few prominent 
white taxpayer© regard the passage of 
such an ordinance as illadvieed. Its 
opponents dtclare the legislative enact, 
ment to b? In conflict with the Federal 
Constitution, and wy thtre are other 
rcjuions why It will not stand. They 
arc* prepared to test the matter thor¬ 
oughly in the courts, and if n;~cvssary 
to carry the case to the l T cited States 
Supreme Court.

ASKS FOR AN INVESTIGATION. 


Bt. Louis. Dec. 5.—In a letter to Major 
J. G. Parigborn, president of the Unit¬ 
ed Exhibitors' Association, made pub¬ 
lic to-day. President Thomas H. Car¬ 
ter. of the National World's Fair Com¬ 
mission, declared that “Most grave 
and serious chargee of corruption In 
connection with the awarding of cer¬ 
tain premiums have been filed” with 
the National Commission. 

The letter, after quoting that part of 
the act of Congress, making an ap¬ 
propriation for the Exposition which 
provides "that the appointment of all 
Judges and examiners for the Exposi¬ 
tion and the awarding of premiums, If 
any, shall all be done and performed 
by the Exposition Company, subject, 
hqw’ever, to the approval of the Nation¬ 
al Commission, created by Section 2 
of this act," continues as follows: 

**Under the rules adopted by the com¬ 
pany and approved by the commission, 
the group Jurors were to be appointed 
by the company before August 1, 1904. 
None of the Jurors were submitted to 
the commission for approval In accord¬ 
ance wdth this provision of the rules 
and regulations. 

• • • 

Jurors Not Approved. 


"A number of those who acted were 
not submlted to the commission for 
approval until after they had per¬ 
formed their functions and departed 
from the grounds, and many of them 
have not been approved. 

"Most grave and serious charges of 
corruption In connection with the 
awarding of certain premiums have 
been filed wiyi the commission In the 
form of affidavits and otherwtoe. in 
view of such charges and the failure 
of the company to observe the law In 
the appointment and submission of the 
jurors for approval by the commission, 
the right of this body to Investigate 
adequately - supported charges of 
fraud, bribery or misconduct amount¬ 
ing to fraud on the part of persons 
making or influencing awards la main¬ 
tained by the commission to be a duty 
precedent to the act approving awards 
resting under the burden of any such 
charges. With this view' the Exposi¬ 
tion Company takes Issue and thus far 
has not delivered any of the awards 
to the commission for approval.

Indicted For Official Wrongdoing He 
Was Acquitted At His Trial 
Last May. 


Washington, Dec. 5.—James Noble 
Tyner, of Indiana, once Postmaster 
General, and at various times secretary 
of the Indiana Senate, Representative 
In Cougre**. l*irst and Second Assistant 
Postmaster General and Assistant At¬ 
torney General for the Post-office De¬ 
partment. died of paralysis at his home 
here tb-day. He was seventy-eight 
year? old. Mr. Tyner was stricken with 
paralysis Jn July. 1902, and was neveT 
after that able to actively discharge 
his official duties. He was Jn a very 
enfeebled condition throughout the pos¬ 
tal lrvef.tlgatlon. during which his 
name conspicuously figured, and which 
finally resulted in his removal from 
office a* Assistant Attorney General, 
and tfubsequen-t Indictment by the 
grand. Jury. His trial lust May. at 
which he was acquitted, was a heavy 
rirain upon his v/eakened vitality. His 
condition became more serious about 
the beginning of last month and since 
November 10 he had been unable to 
loaAe hls bed. His last sinking spell 
began Saturday night, when telegrams 
were Immediately *pnt hU daughter, 
Miss Lillie E. Tyner, of Chicago, who 
arrived to-day shortly after her father's 
death, and his son. Albert H. Tyner, 
w * *• i*»rr«f>orarHy In ^uha. Hls * If* 
and ho: sister. Mrs. Barrett, and hls 
nephew. Harrison J. Barrett, formerly 
hw clerk of the Post-office Depjrt- 
ment, were at the bedside when Mr. 
Tyner passed away.

Born In Indiana. 

Mr. Tyner w;ls born in Brookville, 
Ind.. January 17, 1826. He had been 
Identified with the postal service most 
of the time since March, 1861, when he 
was appointed a special agent In the 
Pori-office Department. 

The sen* illcrnil climax to Mr. Tyner s 
official career occurred in April, 1903, 
w'hen he was summ irlly removed by 
Postmaster General Payne, following 
ihe inking by Mrs. Tyner and Mrs. 
Barrett of papers from the safe in the 
offire of the Assistant At-torney Gen¬ 
era!. of which Mr. Tyner w f a« then 
the head. Mr. Tyner was 111 at home 
and the office was under Inves'lgation 
by the post-office inspectors. Law Clerk 
nhfllstlancy, w*ho whs the acting head 
of the office, wits removed shortly af¬ 
terward because he permitted the pa¬ 
pers to be taken.

the Russians collected 500 corpses. It 
Is added that there are 1.000 more Jap¬ 
anese corpses w'hich It has been Impos¬ 
sible to collect owing to the fire of the 
Japanese. This does not include the 
Japanese loss In wounded. 

The Russian loss, according to this 
account, was only thirty or forty men. 


Newspapers Demand Action.

Number 98 was running «.* a double- 
header and had a small freight engine 
In front of one of the large heavy 
machines. When the trains came to¬ 
gether the small engine was complete¬ 
ly tom to pieces. Fireman Holderfleld 
was forced against the hend of the 
boiler by the coal in th** tank and 
rousted. In a standing position. Engi¬ 
neer Gregory was thrown through the 
cab window, hls foot catching between 
the tank and engine, mashing fl off 
breaking hls thigh and tearing a large 
gash Just under the spine. He is fn-

Tb? night of December 2 the Japanese 
began a heavy artillery fire on Pou- 
titoff (Lone Tree) HU1, paving the way 
for an infantry attack. The Russiap 
artillery answered vigorously for sev¬ 
eral hours, and then slackened, flung 
themselves In masses against the 
trenches, where they w’ere allowed to 
come within close range and then were 
met with withering volleys ami a coun¬ 
ter charge with the bayonet. The Jap¬ 
anese fled, having sustained enormous 
losses. 

A Cossack expedition which was sent 
the night of December 2 to capture a 
Japanese battery on the Russian right 
flank was only partly successful. The 
Cossacks wiped out the Japanese sen¬ 
tries. killed the gunners and got pos¬ 
session of the battery, but were unable 
to remove the guns owing to the rapid 
arrival of Japanese re-enforcements. 

On Decernber 3 Capt. Glehkoon and 
Corporal Companetz crawied up in close 
to the Japanese position, where they 
remained under a heavy fire all day 
making sketches of the whole position 
and returned in safety. 

An attack by Japanese on PoutUoff 
Hill on December 3 was probably due 
In part to a wish to distract atten¬ 
tion from sapper operations on a 
neighboring hill near the village of 
Shakhe. but these operations were dis¬ 
covered and rcpulsc*d and the Japanese 
fled. 

The night of December 2 there was 
another Russian attack on Japanese 
trenches In W’hich ft number of tro¬ 
phies and rifles ^ere secured, but at 
thethe cost of th/life of Staff Captain 
Mankoffskl. one of th emoet daring of 
the Russian scouts, who was killed In 
hand-to-hand fighting. 

ROJESTVENSKY"S LATEST. 

He Explains How the Baltic Fleet 
Fired On Its 0wn t Ship9. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 5.—An official 
statement Issued from naval headquar¬ 
ters gives Vice AdmlHal Rojestvensky's 
latest account of the Dogger Bank af¬ 
fair and explains how the Baltic fleet 
fired on It* own ships. The statement 
Is as follows: 

“According to supplementary Infor¬ 
mation from Vice Admiral Rojestven- 
sky concerning the North sea incident 
of October 21. after the Knlay. Souva- 
roff ceased firing, tw’o searchlights of 
the Dmitri Donskcri and Aurora sud¬ 
denly appeared on the left of the Iron¬ 
clad divirion. The Donskoi showed 
night signals, whereupon, fearing pro¬ 
jectiles from the hindmost ships of our 
division should hit our own vesrels. 
either direct or by ricochet, a general 
signal to cease firing was made from 
the Souvaroff. Th* order wns» at once 
obeyed. The whole firing lasted l^ss 
than ten minutes. Communications by 
wireless stated that five projectiles 
struck the Aurora, some ricocheting 
and others hitting direct. Thre^ were 
seventy-five mllitnerer and tsvo forty- 
seven nrrllimetcr shells. The chaplain 
of the Aurora v is seriously Injured 
and a petty officer was sllgiitiy wound¬ 
ed. The chaplain subsequently suc¬ 
cumbed ot Tangier." t 

The foregoing statement Is the first 
official con Anns t ion of the fact, pre¬ 
viously published in these dispatches, 
that during the North sea affair five 
sht-1 Is came uboard the cruiser Aurora. 
Injuring a priest, who subsequently 
died at AIrI ra.

Loans Made To Her. 


BANK OFFICIALS MAKE BOND. 


Cleveland, O.. Dec, 5.—Seated in the 
>m- e of the United States District At¬ 
torney this afternoon In this city. Pres¬ 
ident C. T. Beckwith, of the failed Cit¬ 
izens’ National Bank, of Oberlln, made 
a confession regarding the bank’s 
transactions with Mrs. Cassie L. Chad¬ 
wick. Mr. Beckwith said: 

“I am either an aw r ful dupe or a ter¬ 
rible fool. I guess there Is no doubt 
abotjt my being a fool. 1 know* I have 
done wrong, and although crushed to 
the earth myself, I do not propose to 
be made a scapegoat to shield the sins 
of others. Further concealment of the 
truth cannot help anyone. If I thought 
It could my lips -would remain sealed 
as 'though I had been stricken dumb. 
The truth Is that others also must be 
called to the bar to answer for their 
part In this terrible affair and one of 
those whose answer must be had Is Mrv 

Cassie L. Chadwick.” 

• • • 

Aged Banker In Tears. 


The banker spoke in broken sentences 
and tears were streaming from hls 
eyes. Hls acquaintance with Mrs. 
Chadwick began three years ago. The 
attorneys for Herbert D. New’ton, the 
Brookline, Mass., banker, have stated 
that their client loaned Mrs. Chadwick 
money only after a note signed "An¬ 
drew Carnegie" had been indorsed by 
the president and cashier of a national 
bank. The men who Indorsed the note 
were President Beckwith and Cashier 
Spear, of the Citizens* National Bank, 
Oberlln. O. 

Relating to this matter Banker Beck¬ 
with continued hls story of the bank's 
transactions with Mrs. Chadwick, as 
follows: 

"Yes. we Indorsed the note In addi¬ 
tion to one other note for $500,000, but 
Oh. God, never for the purpose fur 

w’hich they were used.*’

Notes For $1,250,000. 


"Do you mean to say that there are 
tw’o $500,000 notes In addition to the 
note for $250,0007" was asked Mr. Beck¬ 
with. 

"Yes, notes aggregating $1,250,000." 

"It has not been generally under¬ 
stood that there w'ere two notes for 
$5,000,000," was suggested. 

"I know’ it. I know It. but the notes 
exist Just the same.” said Mr. Beck¬ 
with. "One of them Is In the hands of 
the receiver and the other ought to be 
In the bands of Mrs. Chadwick. If she 
has disposed of It. she has done some¬ 
thing which she swore she w’ould not 
do. so please make It plain that a 
solemn oath w’as taken that the notes 
w hich bear our endorsement w'ere nev¬ 
er to be used by Mrs. Chadwick for 
the purpose of raising money, and sha 
knew* it." 

“Mr. Beckwith, to correct any wrong 
Impression, would It not be wise for 
you to state how Mrs. Chadwick In¬ 
duced you to place your signature upon 
the notes?"

A Tala of Torture. 


“My God. I would like to if I thought 
it w'ould make It clear. To tell the 
story would be to tell the tale of tor¬ 
ture and transactions and transaction* 
and torture covering a period of over 
a year. To tell It would take a good 
half day. and In my terrible condition 
l cannot attempt'the task. I cannot 
tell the story before I go on the wit¬ 
ness stand. I must seek advice." 

At this point of the explanation of 
the old bnnker's affairs he leaped from 
the couch where he had been lying 
down and paced around the room for 
composure. When he had controlled 
himself he resumed hls story, saying;

Mrs. Chadwick 
swore lo both of us and one or more 
witnesses that she personally saw Mr. 
Carnegie sign hls name to the riot s 
she placet! before us. But we said that 
we must be sure. How are we to kuow ? 
The answer came In less tha,n two 
days when a New* York attorney ap¬ 
peared In Oberlln who sold he was the 
attorney of Mr. Carnegie—hls special 
agent. He vouched for the correctness 
of the claim made by Mrs. Chadwick. 
Wta had at least six conferences with 
this lawyer, two In Oberlln and four 
In Cleveland. Peril a p* I am raying too 
much, but I must tell something more. 
In every way we attempted to make 
certain that u*e were engaged In a legit¬ 
imate business transaction, the kind 
of a transaction a business man would 
mrer upon with credit to himself." 

"How about the attest held by Irt 
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Reynolds? Did you see him ** Mr. 
Beckwith was asked. 

“Yes. many times*, and what did we 
understand? We understood by every 
word that everything was all right and 
that penulne securities were locked up 
In the vaults of the Wade Park Bmk. 
I don't know now. Why don't some¬ 
body find out. ttutt is the question? 
Just now I can see back to the first 
.rtime* I come to know Mrs. Chadwick In 
a business way. You know I have nev¬ 
er In all this time been called a fool. 
It was something over a year ago that 
I learned that W. 8. Fay and Henry 
Wurst, of Elyria, had had some deal¬ 
ings with Mrs. Chadwick. They were 
known as shrewd business men. I be¬ 
gan to Inquire, for, ns a business man, 
1 wanted to exert every effort to turn 
an honest dollar.

Approached By Mrs. Chadwick. 


“I guess my inquiries reached the 
ears of Mrs. Chadwick, in the light of 
events of the past two weeks. I guess 
Mrs. Chadwick was greatly Interest* d 
the moment she learned that inquiries 
for business had been made by me. At 
any rate, phe came to OberiJn, and it 
was there the thing began. I began 
looking for legitimate business. Mra. 
Chadwick? Well, you must judge for 
yourself A second interview, and I 
made a small loan. It was promtply 
met. In additlonl we secured consider¬ 
able splendid business, all transacted in 
a business way. From there ort the 
story leads Into a maze, the end, I wish 
to God. I could now see. It leads on 
down to a time when I went to New 
York, in my pocket I carried one of 
the notes signed with the name of Car¬ 
negie. When I started I had in mind an 
attempt to raise money on the paper to 
put funds in the bank. When I got to 
New' York my heart failed me, for 
something told me that all was not 
right. I came back home without mak¬ 
ing any attempt to raise money on the 
note. And now everywhere I turn 1 
hear the whisiper: 'Why did you not 
reveal your suspicions?* What could 1 
do? I had always been known aa a 
fair and honest man. It seemed to me 
that the blood of depositors was on my 
hands; that was the thing that press¬ 
ed my throat. It was the conviction h ft t 
everything must bend to saving money 
for rny friends who had Intrusted It to 
me. And p© every move that was made 
was with the desire to save the bank 
if possible.

“I remember one statement she 
signed* particularly.

We wanted a writ¬ 
ten statement. Verbal statements do 
not go very far in the business world, 
you know. 

“ 'Anything to make you perfectly as-' 
•ured,* she said os she signed the pa¬ 
per." 

BANK OFFICIALS MAKE BOND. 

Both Beckwith and Spear Are Held 
To the Grand Jury. 

Cleveland, O.. Dec. 6.—Numerous 
new angles developed to-day in con¬ 
nection with the affairs of Mrs. Cos- 
H* L. Chadwick and the troubles of the 
Citizens' National Hank, of Oberlin. O. 
President C. T. Beckwith and Cashier 
Frank Spear, of the latter institution, 
were brought here from Oberlin by 
United States Marshal Chandler and a 
deputy shortly before noon. The bank 
officials were later arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Starek. 
Both pleaded not guilty and waived a 
preliminary trial. Commlsloner .Starek 
fixed the ball at $10,000 in euch case and 
bound the two over to the grand Jury 
which meets In February next. 

Spear waa shortly afterward released 
on a band signed by M. A. Lander, 
former County Treasurer. Late this 
evening President Beckwith secured 
bondsmen In the persons of J. O W. 
Cowles, A. J. Gilchrist and George A. 
Codings, and the aged banker was 
given his freedom Cowles is a prom¬ 
inent real estate dealer and a mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Trustees of Oberlin 
College. A. J. Gilchrist Is a wealthy 
vessel owner, while Ceilings Is presi¬ 
dent of the Cleveland Faucet Company.

Notes Signed By Carnegie. 


Subpoenas were issued to-day against 
Beckwith and Speftr and also Receiver 
Lyons, of the Oberlin bank*, by Com¬ 
missioner ISiurok. directing them to 
produce at the hearing before the grand 
jury all notes and collateral In their 
possession or be.-»rvglng to the bank 
“that purport to be signed by Andrew 
Carnegie, and especially notes for $250.- 
000 and $500,000," and all are ordered 
to bring into court all checks and notes 
that bear the name of C. L Chadwick 
or Caasie L. Chadwick, either as j»ayee. 
maker or indorser.’'

Federal Statute Quoted. 

Following Is the statute under which 
Beckwith and Spear were arrested 
(Section 150$ Revised Statutes of the 
United States); 

“It shall be unlawful for apy oltlcer. 
clerk or agent of any national banking 
association to certify any check drawn 
upon the association unltss the porcon 
or company drawing the check has on 
deposit with the association at the time 
such check Is certified, an amount of 
money equal to the amount specified in 
such check Any check so certified by 
duly authorized afficers shall be a good 
and valid obligation against the a*o- 
elaitlon; but the act of any officer, clerk 
or agent of any uFwociation In violation 
of this section shall subject such bank 
to the liabilities and proceedings on the 
part of the controller.” 

The penalty Is $5,000, four or five 
years’ imprisonment, or both. 

“CALL ON ME,” SAYS CHADWICK. 

Husband of Mrs. Chadwick Cables 
Proffering Financial Aid. 

New York, Dec. 5.—Dr. Leroy 8. 
Chadwick, husband of Mrs. Chadwick, 
has cabled a lawyer In New York, tell¬ 
ing him to call upon him for any set¬ 
tlement that may be needed for the 
pressing claims against his wife. 

The name of the lawyer is as yet a 
secret, but the authority for the state¬ 
ment that he has appeared upon the 
scene Is Lawyer George Hyall, of local 
Counsel for Herbert D. Newton, of 
Brookline. Mass. Mr. Ryall said: 

“I have been In communication to¬ 
day with a lawyer, whose name I am 
not at liberty to reveal now, who gave 
me to understand that'he had been re¬ 
tained by Dr. Chadwick by cable to 
look after Mrs. Chadwick’s Interests. 
This lawyer told me that he was em¬ 
powered by Dr. Chadwick to call upon 
him for moneys needed to settle any 
Immediate pressing claims against his 
wife. 

“I do not know whether our claim 
(meaning Newton's for $190.S00) is con¬ 
sidered pressing or not, but this I do 
say, that I am as confident now as I 
have been that our claim will he settled 
by Mrs. Chadwick In full, despite all 
or any proceedings that may he 
brought against Mrs. Chadwick. I am 
not worrying in the slightest degree 
about Newton’s claim. It will be set¬ 
tled within a very few days.’*

Mr. Ryall further said: 

“Mrs. Chadwick has cause for wor¬ 
ry. but it L not About money matters. 
She bus no reason to worry on that 
score, and I can only say that I would 
like to be able to buy up her debts. I'd 
be a rich man. The newspapers will 
have oppqrtunlty to be on the defen¬ 
sive/' he added, “for Mrs. Chadwick's 
Intention is to bring libel suits against 
every paper which has printed stories 
about her.” 


CARNEGIE WROUGHT UP. 

Does Not Want To Be “Bothered 
About This Chadwick Woman.” 

New York. Dec. 5.—Andrew Car¬ 
negie’s secretary gave out the following 
statement to-day: 

“Mr. Carnegie wants me to say that 
he does not want to be bothered any 
more about this Chadwick woman. He 
Is quite angry over this persistent use 
of his name and wishes It to cease at 
once. Once for all he never knew Mr h. 
Chadwick or any other such woman 
and he never signed any such papers 
as the reports credit him with.

FLUNG SPARK 


FROM AN AUTOMOBILE STARTS 
DESTRUCTIVE BLAZE. 


TEN PERSONS ARE INJURED. 


Forty Machines Are Burned and the 
Air la Filled With Wild 
Rumors. 


New r York. Dec. 5.—Ten persons w’ere 
Injured and a quarter of a million dol¬ 
lars’ worth of property destroyed as 
the result of explosions caused by a 
spark leaping from a gasoline machine 
on which a chauffeur was w’orklng in 
an automobile garage on West ^Thirty- 
ninth street to-day. 

Forty automobiles were destroyed or 
budly damaged, and so rapid was the 
progress of the fire that men working 
in the second story of the building had 
no • opportunity to escape by way of 
the stairways and were forced to leap 
from the windows. 

Of the injured. Baptiste Mager, Louis 
Hoft, John Julius, John Ersklne and 
Terence Redmond were the most se¬ 
riously hurt, and were taken to various 
New York hospitals. 

The spark whtch started the fire com¬ 
municated with a tank holding 100 gal¬ 
lons of gasoline. Th^re were forty-five 
automobiles In' the building, but the 
dense smoke prevented the rescue of 
the majority of them. 

The 100-gallon tank exploded soon 
after the fire started, and spread the 
flames to other tanks, and In a short 
time there were ten distinct explosions, 
filling the building with fire and smoke. 

The garage Is in the heart of the 
theater and hotel district of Broadway, 
and rumors spread that the Metropol¬ 
itan Operahouse and several of the big 
hotels were doomed. An Immense 
crowd gathered and the police reserves 
were summoned to keep the people out 
of danger. 

The garage was practically destroy¬ 
ed. but little damage was done to near¬ 
by property. 

One automobllist was seated In his 
machine when the fire started. Real¬ 
izing his danger, he put on full power 
nnd dashed through the half-open 
doors, tearing partof them away.

EDWARDS ON HAND TO CONTEST 
SEATING OF HUNTER. 


COLLECTOR CRAFTAT CAPITAL 


Washington. Dec. 5.—[Special.]—The 
President's benevolent intentions to¬ 
ward the South In general and the peo¬ 
ple of Charleston. 8. C., In particular 
are expected to be illustrated to-mor¬ 
row, or one day this week. In the re¬ 
appointment of the negro, W. D. Crum, 
to the Charleston col lectors hip. This 
will make the fifth time that Crum has 
been appointed. He has never been 
confirmed, as the Democratic Senators 
have served notice repeatedly that they 
would debate the appointment Indef¬ 
initely, nearly all of them expressing 
a desire to speak upon It. They hoped 
by this method President Roosevelt 
would finally reach the conclusion that 
the appointment would be Inadvisable 
and name for the office any white Re¬ 
publican or Democrat of good stand¬ 
ing. The President, however, has de¬ 
cided that he will continue to send in 
the nomination, so, in view of this at¬ 
titude. there is a general sentiment on 
the Democratic side to allow* confirma¬ 
tion. Senator Tillman, of South Caro¬ 
lina, said this morning that he realized 
further opposition would be useless. He 
and the people he represents are us 
much opposed as ever to Crum’s hold¬ 
ing the office, but they have about 
made up their minds that the Presi¬ 
dent, with his peculiar racial views. Is 
really more set upon the confirmation 
of Crum than any other matter pend¬ 
ing before Congress. The Senator and 
his Democratic colleagues will, there¬ 
fore, after registering a protest against 
the appointment, allow a vote to be 
reached, and the Republican majority 
will carry out the President's wishes 
and Crum will be confirmed. 

Senator Allison, chairman of the Sen¬ 
ate Steering Committee, said this morn¬ 
ing that at the last day of the last ses¬ 
sion the Republican caucus passed a 
resolution making the Crum case the 
order of business In the Senate, should 
the appointment again be sent in. It 
is expected that the case will be brought 
up at the first executive session, and 
continued before the body until dis¬ 
posed of.

WORLD POLICY 




OF GERMANY IS CRITICISED BY 
HERR BEBEL. 


VON BUEL0WSPEAKS IN REPLY 


And Says Reign of Socialists Would 
Lay Russian Despotism In 
the Shade. 


Berlin, Dec, 5.—Herr Bebel. the So¬ 
cialist leader and the keenest critic of 
the Government at all times, analyzed 
the budget In the Reichstag to-day. 
Secretary of the Treasury' von Stengel, 
he said, had sketched on Saturday the 
deplorable financial situation of the 
Empire In terms so true that he re¬ 
gretted the French custom could not 
be followed and the speech be posted 
throughout the country as a ministerial 
declaration of the position into which 
the courutry had been drawn by the 
Government's policies, the national debt 
increasing $100,000,000 during tfte year. 
Why, then, should the army be In¬ 
creased? Why should the naval pro¬ 
gramme be oontlnued? Why should 
Immense sums he sunk In the colonies? 
Why should these and other policies 
that, together, formed the so-called 
“world policy'’ l>e carried forward on 
an enlarged scale when the country wo* 
being thereby brought Into the most 
serious financial embarrassment? If 
the “world policy” Is essential to Ger¬ 
many aa pursued In former year*, why 
expend that policy by loans that mort¬ 
gaged the Empire's future and laid 
permanent burdens upon the Industrial 
activities of the country? 

Chancellor von BueVnv agreed w’itft 
Herr Bebel In the statement that If a 
great European war broke out the So¬ 
cialists w'ill profit thereby, adding: 

“There Is further reason why tfte 
governments of all the great Powers 
are maintaining their present peace 
policy.” 

Referring to Herr Rebel's description 
of the internal conditions of Russia, 
Count von Buelow remarked: 

“When Herr Bebel thus warms up 
over Russian autocracy he condemns 
himself without knowing it, for the 
manner In w'hlch he lords It over his 
own party corresponds with the Rus¬ 
sian conditions that so greatly displease 
him. The order of things he w"iints to 
Introduce with us would lay Russian 
despotism In the shade.” 

Taking up the case of the German 
fishing vessel Sonntag (fired on by one 
of the warships of the Russian Baltic 
squadron) and other incidents. Chan¬ 
cellor vol Buelow said the German 
Government promptly took steps to get 
satisfaction and all Justifiable demands 
w'ere met without difficulty. The Chan¬ 
cellor expressed hi* inability to under¬ 
stand why the Socialists took such a 
bellicose attitude toward* Russia.

It is known that 'the local officials were 
greatly exervlaed over the robbery, and 
at Baretcmv placed a substitute mes¬ 
senger on board' t.he car with orders 
to guard everything In It with the 
greatest secrecy. Officials refused to 
dlscrus3 the reported ?h.pm^-nt of pen¬ 
sion money In any way. The sh’pment 
if sent would have been In the main 
*afe. U la net certain, however, that 
this safe wa* not enTened. as the rob¬ 
ber rifled the pocket* of the messenger 
as he lay on the floor of the car and 
took away his key* to the two safes.

The bul’-ets 
struck Robert* In the left breast, pars¬ 
ing through hD body. Roberts fell to 
the floor, and the robber tmm dhuely 
went to the open way safe and took 
what ihe wanted of Uhe contents. He 
then opened the door and lumped out. 
Riiberts was so badly hurt that he was 
unable t«o ni-*ke an on 1 :cry. 

The 'bolt on The door at the end of 
the exprer* car was broken, fthowlng 
tihat the rrtbber had uaed force in gain¬ 
ing entrance. 

The Interior of the car Indicated that 
the messenger hid made a game re^ 
si stance and grappled with the robber 
before being overpowered atui finally 
shot by him.

Washington, Dec. 5.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States to-day af¬ 
firmed the order of the United States 
District Court for the Southern district 
of Texas, dismissing a writ of babe** 
corpus in the extradition ca«*e of Uhas. 
F. Dodge, wanted In New York on the 
charge of perjury In a divorce proceed¬ 
ing to which he was a party.

—Dr J. • N. McCormack, serretary of 
the State Boyd of Health, returned to 
Bowling Green to-day after a visit to 
Christian county to Investigate the 
smallpox situation, which he found was 
being handled in a thoroughly satis¬ 
factory and buslneas-llkt* way by the 
health board* and officials County 
HedVth Officer Jackson reported that all 
were now confined in the Erup¬ 
tive Hospital. City Health Officer 
Woodward discovered two cases am*mg 
negroes who were promptly sent to the 
hospital.

It Is an Interesting feature of this 
agreement, virtually dictated by a Gov¬ 
ernment which stands pat on Its own 
60 per cent, tariff, that It enlarges the 
area of free trade In Panama, and 
forces that country to reduce Its tariff 
to 10 per cent., except on liquors and 
opium. As we are pursuing a policy 
of benevolence toward this fly-by-night 
republic, called Into being by our own 
Government, It Is to be presumed that 
these rates of duty are considered bene¬ 
ficial to our wards on the Isthmus. 
But what a howl there would be If such 
rates were seriously proposed for our 
, people at home!

The Panama Agreement. 

Formal recognition of Panama as 
an Independent State is contained In 
the agreement just made by Secretary 
Taft, but ft is pretty dear that Pan¬ 
ama had no alternative to agreeing to 
whatever this country chose to dictate. 
Without the support of the United 
States the Government of President 
Amador would collapse as suddenly as 
It was created.. 

In view of the helplessness of Pan¬ 
ama In such a negotiation, the agree¬ 
ment Just published Is probably more 
than the llttte republic had a right to 
expect, and It may well be that the 
people there, so far as they understand 
anything of the matter, are satin¬ 
ed with the outoome. Their recogni¬ 
tion Ik naturally of a kind closely re¬ 
sembling submission to the Inevitable, 
but it Is not apparent that they have 
much ground for complaint. 

The establishment of two American 
ports in the canal zone, close to the 
ports of Colon and Panama, and the 
executive order that the United States 
would collect Dlngley rates on lmporta- 
tlons into the canal zone gave Panama 
much uneasiness. Her revenues were 
seriously threatened, and her trade, 
luch as it is. likely to be embarrassed. 
The limits of Pamnna Jurisdiction were 
leriously curtailed by these regulations, 
md complaints were at once made. The 
»rder for collecting United States du¬ 
ties has been revoked, and to this ex¬ 
tent Panama gains all that she asked. 

The matter of postage also was dis¬ 
tasteful to Panama. The use of Unit¬ 
ed States stamps, at a lower rate than 
charged In Panama, was a sort of dis¬ 
tinctive competition to which the lit¬ 
tle republic could not submit without 
grave embarrassment. This difficulty 
has been obviated by an agreement 
that Panama shall furnish all the post¬ 
ure stomps to be placed on matter car¬ 
ried In the canal zone, or the republic 
of Panama outside of it. Here again 
our Government yields to the wishes of 
Panama. 

None of these concessions, however. 
Is made without a valuable considera¬ 
tion. Indeed, the price paid t!y Panama 
Includes the surrender of some of the 
most cherished attributes of sovereign¬ 
ly. Panama adapts her taxing system 
to the demands of the United States. 
Customs duties are to be reduced by 
one-third, and the right to Increase 
them is surrendered. A country that 
cannot fix Its own rates of taxation Is 
seriously handicapped, especially in 
emergencies. From this sweeping re- 
tuctlon alcoholic articles and opium 
ire excepted. Meantime, free trade be¬ 
tween the republic of Panama and the 
Banal zone Is established. Touching the 
postal question, Pananm reduces her 
rates to two cents, or to 40 per cent, of 
Ihfe former rate, and will sell stamps to 
the /.one authorities at 40 per cent, dis¬ 
count. 

No part of this agreement is to be 
operative until the President of Pan¬ 
ama exercises the powers conferred 
upon him for the full establishment of 
tho gold standard. Here again Pan¬ 
ama surrenders an important power, 
and though the course prescribed will 
doubtless be beneficial. It la a signifi¬ 
cant surrender to deal with the ques¬ 
tion in an independent way. The stip¬ 
ulations go so far as to require Pan¬ 
ama to abolish the export tax on gold 
coin, thus again limiting the right to 
regulate her revenue in her own way. 

The agreement goes into some minute 
details, such as the repair and main- 


Then and Now. 

A day or two ago when a delegation 
representing the Amalgamated Associa¬ 
tion of Iron. Steel and Tinplate Work¬ 
ers waited on President Roosevelt and 
asked him to Intervene in the settle¬ 
ment of the strike of the union em¬ 
ployes of United States Steel Corpora¬ 
tion At Youngstown and Girard, O.. he 
replied that he “saw no way by which 
he could legally or properly interfere’* 
to bring about that result. 

But his vision seeme to have been 
more acute when he formed the desire to 
settle the anthracite strike. Then he ad¬ 
mitted that he saw no means by which 
he, os President, could legally interfere 
for the settlement of that strike, but 
he qualified this admission with the 
declaration that he did see means 
by which, as Theodore Roosevelt, he 
might properly take action for this 
purpose. 

How is It that what he then did to 
settle the coai strike he cannot now 
do to settle the steel strike? 

Has he come to realize the futility of 
attempting to differentiate the action 
of Theodore Roosevelt in such a case 
from that of President Roosevelt? 

Or. being no longer a candidate, has 
he determined to be in fact, as In name, 
the President? 


Militarism Is Expensive. 

A few years ago a Finance Minister 
of Great Britain applauded the patri¬ 
otism of the men who hud kept up the 
revenue by heroic exertions In the con¬ 
sumption of taxed commodities, espe¬ 
cially those of a liquid character. This 
style of patriotism did not commend 
itself to the Germans in the past fiscal 
year. The German Minister Is obliged 
to report that they went back on him 
to the extent of 6 , 000,000 bottles of 
champagne, as compared with the 
year preceding, and 800,000,000 cigars. 
The use of spirits increased, which Is 
the reverse of what 4s occurring in 
most other countries. But the net re¬ 
sult of the whole situation is that 
more revenue Is required, and $73.- 
250,000 more must be raised in some 
way in addition to the present revenue. 

There is always an excuse for a def¬ 
icit. Our own Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury had one to exsplain the deficit In 
the last fiscal year. The German 
Finance Minister can fall bock on the 
unexpected trouble In Southwest Afri¬ 
ca consequent upon the revolt of the 
natfves there. Bat this accounts for 
only a trifle over a fourth of the sum 
to be raised. Nearly a dozen million 
dollars is needed for armaments for 
the army. The interest on the public 
debt has increased, but this does not 
demand a very large sum. Military 
pensions are beginning to become 
formidable. For this purpose it was 
intended to use only the interest of a 
fund for that purpose. But $70,000,000 
of the principal has already been ex¬ 
pended. and the indications are that 
in half a dozen years the whole of the 
fund will! be gone, after which the 
treasury must undertake to raise the 
entire annual amount required by 
taxation. The sum of the matter Is 
that the revenues must be increased. 
When Minister von. Stengel had reached 
this point he was expected to go on 
and show how the increase of revenue 
ought to be made, but he ended his 
speech without entering Into particu¬ 
lars. He said the outlook was gloomy, 
but there must be no decrease In the 
expenses for the defense of the nation 
on land or sea, that being the regular 
formula for the enormous expenses of 
the army and navy. 

It Is clear that the financial troubles 
of Germany are due to the heavy ex¬ 
penditures for military and naval pur¬ 
poses. The.great standing army is an 
old story, but the Kaiser is now latent 
on the creation of a great navy to sup¬ 
plement it. There is no apparent need 
for a greater navy, trot the Idea that 
the more fighting machines a country 
has the more likely It is to keep the 
peace Is Industriously propagated, and 
upon this theory there must be a con¬ 
tinued increase of the expenses. The 
name idea Is continually put forward 
In the United States. The naval bud¬ 
get of Germany is not much more than 
half that of the United States, but a 
dollar goes farther there in naval con¬ 
struction than with us. 

The system of mlMtarlsm so long 
prevalent In Germany is enormously 
expensive, and 4t has the peculiarity 
that It continues to increase from year 
to year. The more money that Is ex¬ 
pended In the name of keeping the 
pence the more there is needed, and the 
Increase must go on every yenr V until 
the country can no longer bear greater 
taxation. Som*' Germans think the 
point has already been reached when 
taxation cannot be Increased without 
the gravest consequences. It u the 
system which the Government of the 
United States Is asked to emulate. Be¬ 
fore we proceed farther In that direc¬ 


tion it would be well to study the ef¬ 
fects of It In other countries. Including 
Germany. 


A Queer Contest 

In ttoe First Congressional district of 
Rhode Island the first returns showed 
the election of D. L. D. Granger, Demo- 
c.ra»t, by a vote of 17,307 to 17.087 cast 
for John H. Stiness, Republican. A 
recount otf the ballot* was tusked and 
granted, and the returning board spent 
more than two week* In the execution 
of this task. Its conclusion was that 
Granges* hud received 15,683 votes and 
Stdness 15.460. leaving Granger a plural¬ 
ity of 133. Thus, the election of Granger 
was not reversed by t-he recount, 
though his plurality was slightly re¬ 
duced. But In reaching this conclusion 
the hoard reported 3,596 ballots as de¬ 
fective besides 4.158 blanks. 

The hoard 'which made this count 
consisted of four Republicans and one 
nominal Democrat. Another Democrat 
had been nominated for the place 
by Gov. Garvin, but the Republican 
Semite rejected 1 him, and as the 
Jaws permitted, elected one Dorsey, 
who was hostile to Gov. Garvin 
and Mr. Granger. The board took 
the ground that any mark what¬ 
ever on a ballot, onhcr than provided 
by law, even If made by a mere touch 
of the point of a pencil to the paper. 
Indicated that the voter was bought, 
and rendered the ballot invalid. It is 
charged that this rule was not rigidly 
adhered to in the case of Republican 
ballots, but It promised at one time 
to defeat Granger. There was a good 
deal of excitement over the action of the 
board, though the purpose of counting 
out Granger, if it existed, was not 
carried into execution. But the action 
of the board In rejecting ballots on the 
ground stated amounted to a charge 
tha* about c»ne-tenth erf the voters had 
been bought and had marked their bal¬ 
lots in a way <tb secure payment for 
rhelr votes. The grossly partisan 
character of the board, which was pre¬ 
sided over by the chairman of the 
Republican State Committee, Justified 
the suspicion that, there was an inten¬ 
tion to count out a Democrat who had 
been elected, but if thhs purpose exist¬ 
ed it was found impossible to carry U 
out under the rule adopted. 


Death of Mr. Tyner. 

The death pt former Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral Tyner brings to & close a long life, 
many years of whlcth were full of ac¬ 
tivity and honor, but whose latter days 
were clouded with misfortune, and with 
both mental and physical suffering. A 
native of Indiana, he had served six 
years consecutively in Congress when in 
Gen. Grant's second term he became in 
1875 Second Assistant, and later First 
Assistant Postmaster General. Later 
he became Postmaster General, serv¬ 
ing until the end of President Hayes’ 
term. His familiarity with the routine 
of the department led to his appoint¬ 
ment. in 1889, to the position of Assist¬ 
ant Attorney General of the Post-office 
Department, which he held, except dur¬ 
ing Mr. Cleveland's last term, until the 
spring of 1903. In 1878 he was delegate 
to the International Postal Congress at 
Paris, and in 1897 to that which met In 
Washington. The event* connected 
with the investigation of irregularities 
in the Post-office Department, and his 
alleged connection with them, hi* pros¬ 
ecution and acquittal, are all of such 
recent occurrence as to render recapitu¬ 
lation unnecessary. The ordeal through 
which he passed was too severe for hi* 
age and physical condition, and hi* last 
efforts were devoted to removing from 
his character the stain of Indictment 
and to vindicating himself from person¬ 
al charges given credence by the Presi¬ 
dent. From his previous record, even 
hi* political opponent* were lenient In 
their strictures upon his alleged com¬ 
plicity in the Irregularities charged, 
and preferred to regard him as the un¬ 
fortunate victim of the circumstances 
in which he was placed, and probably 
Imposed upon from hi* age. than to at¬ 
tach criminality to his act*. Though 
not ranking among the foremost men 
of his party In Indiana he maintained 
In it, during the years of hi* mental 
and physical Activity, a leading and re¬ 
spectable position. 


A Washington dispatch say* that 
"Venezuela’s attention will again be 
called in a very firm manner to the 
disappointment this Government feel* 
at the continued delay In the decision 
by the Supreme Court of Venezuela In 
the case of an American asphalt con¬ 
cern." Delay In the action of courts is 
annoying, particularly to the United 
State*, a country in which a man who 
has a case In court, provided he begins 
In his youth, and provided, being of 
good constilutloix he takes proper care 
of his health and does not fall a victim 
to any of the begetting causes of sud¬ 
den death, may often hope to have it 
decided In hi* own life time. 


The estimate of appropriation^ neces¬ 
sary’ to be provided by -the present ses¬ 
sion of Congress for the fiscal year 
ending June 80. 19C6. is $314,669,862. belflg 
less by nearly $5,000,000 than the appro¬ 
priations made at the laat session. This 
would make the total appropriations 
for the Fifty-eighth Congress a little 
over a billion and a quarter dollars, but 
with no election in view next year it is 
t»fe to say that U will exceed that sum 
mu* en ally. 


Who says we are not in favor of tariff 
revision down-ward—at least of other 
people's tariffs? It is formally an¬ 
nounced that one of the results of Sec¬ 
retary Taft’s mission to Panama I* the 
agreement of that country' to make a 
33 1-3 per cent, reduction of her tariff. 

Now that Coxey is a bankrupt, the 
Republican* ought at least to pension 
him. They have used him well and 
they should not throw him away like 
a squeezed lemon, now that they can 
use him no longer.

The Pathos of Old 
Second-Hand Bibles 


I N the great perpetual flow of old 
books—of all kinds, in and out of 
alii the second-hand book stores nil 
over the land—there is nothing 
more touching and distressing than the 
fa#te which befa’lri o’ti prayer-books and 
family Bibles. On one occasion re¬ 
cently a frequenteT of local odd book 
shops cairne ajewoes a faded crimson vel¬ 
vet prayer book, on the bock of which, 
in worn gilt letter*, was the name of 
an old-time State ‘Serwttor. The book 
lounger g»l«d$y paid a dame for the 
book, that he might carry It home and 
obliterate the once mustrlous title, lest 
In time to come the same unhappy con¬ 
dition of public degradation should 
await the once-treaiwedi volume. 

From a similar old-book counter on 
the street the other day wan rescued 
1m like manner an oDd battered BKble, 
once the property of a ftuntty well 
known in this locality. It was a worn 
old book, bound in rusty-brown leather, 
quaintly tooled, and had been much 
prized, as a strong brown linen back 
of amateur binding held the heavy cov¬ 
ers together. Of Itaeif the oured old 
volume was of much Interest; It bore 
the date 1826, and had been printed at 
Oxford,—"At the Clarendon Press by 
Samiuel CoJllngjwooi A Co., Printers to 
the University; Sold by Messrs. Rlv- 
Ington. Bookseller*, to the Society for 
Promoting Christian Knowledge. Lon¬ 
don." In a footline on the title page 
was this legend: "Cuim Prtvilegio.” 
Slang»ed on the outer cover In a neat 
decorative panel were the words: "So¬ 
ciety for Promoting Christian Know 1 - 
edge." «nd on the inaier page of the 
front cover wa« printed "A Collect to 
be Used* Before Reading the Holy 
Scriptures," 

By IncUvlduaJ Imprint also the old 
second-hand Bible hod eloquent inter¬ 
est; Job and the Psalms were worn 
threadbare, showing that the lessons 
of patience and comfort had beem inode 
a lifelong study by its owner. Bits of 
other ourious Internal evidence—a cli¬ 
ent chronicle of fd«n>Uy Ufe—were scat¬ 
tered between the leaves; a bit of 
yellow old lace, from a bride’s dress 
perhaps, and a piece of faded white 
silk; a lock of black hair and a bunch 
of pressed violets—an ancient book¬ 
mark; on a faded pink ribbon—"Think 
of Me;" skeleton leaa'es, pressed morn¬ 
ing-glories. a child’s faded photograph, 
the death notices of two sister* In oth¬ 
er Btaites. four certificate® of family 
nverrcberahl'p—1847—dn a MethoiiM 
church founded 1784. With the old bits 
of poetry among the yellowed leaves 
was a tribute to iho old-fashioned 
black Methodist bonnet; 

"Oh, the good oM soul. I know. 

Wore that bonnet years ago; 

And her faded shawl has lost 
All the hues it onoe could boost; 

Yet she totter* on her way, 

Careleja* of her poor array, 

Careless If the paes^rs-by 
Laugh her homely girib to ppy. 

For her dress. Chough whole and neat,

’The Eternal Feminine!" It sounds like 
the title of a breezy discourse upon-the 
frivolities and foibles of your Tw©nt\th 
century woman, doesn’t lt^ Thoee wmo 
witnessed the performance of a play of 
this name at Macauley's Theater last 
evening found, however, that Instead of 
hearing uprightly Dolly Dialogues they 
were transported In 1 run agination to a 
mythical isle called Hoicyone, In the 
Aegean S**a. And, moreov.-r, they were 
Invited to set Time back a few centuries 
and look upon happenings of the 400 Be¬ 
fore Christ. Thera were great, massive 
temples and palaces, fountain* and moon¬ 
light nights, ami Grecian warriors and 
Amazons, and the story unfolded was a 
mingling of poetry and romance and 
satire. 

The German author. Rob*.«rt Sisch, had 
In mind apparently a humorous treatment 
of the New Woman, os we of to-day know 
her. He w»>nt back to the period of the 
Old New Woman—the very original-and 
presented her bearing arms and conquer¬ 
ing with ease the male warriors that 
t*mght to subdue them. So. landing a 
band of Greeks, led by Lysander, upon 
Halrtyone’s coast, he pictured them as 
meek subjects of the Amazons. The wom¬ 
en did the wooing, the men In vain* re¬ 
sented their advances and the usual cus- 
ton*# of such tiling*, a* wudem people 
know them, were reversed. It ail ended 
by the men becoming truly enamored of 
their respective w^lfes, and the wive* fell 
madly In love with their husbands, and 
love became the potent influence that soft¬ 
ened the heart* of all. It even caused 
Queen Anri ope to step down from hvr 
throne, and, no longer ruler but Woman, 
became the bride of Lysander, whom ehe 
exalted as her lord, master and King 

This theme could have been developed 
into a satirical farce of Inexhaustible 
n^rth-provoklng i^wslbnitles. But, In¬ 
stead, the author mode otf it a dramatic 
Idyll with a rain of satire Never broad¬ 
ly comical, never rising to dramatic 
force, the play move* gently along, filling 
the eye with Its noble pictures, delight¬ 
ing the heart wttih its exquisite senti¬ 
ment. pJctistng the mind wttii the fine 
quality of Its humor and beauty of its 
diction. 

This U the unique, fanciful, charm¬ 
ingly fragile thing that served to intro¬ 
duce Mies Mergarel Anglin to a Louis¬ 
ville audience as a star She enacted the 
role of Anti ope. Queen of the Amnzone, 
and she did lit with such art as to compel 
admiration and wTh loyalty of new 
friends. She acts with such authority 
and speaks with a voice of atvoh lingering 
music that even so passive a character 
a« that of Antiope—who so often Is 
marked Irrto ami obecured by ensemble 
sexme.**—<imi«t take on unexpected power. 
Partictilarly Is her ax'.ting ©ffootive In the 
moonlit garden, where Antlope onxl Ly- 
mndtrr sit wooing Tho weak ires of her 
embodiment Me* in her inability to de¬ 
note with becoming subtlety the humor 
that grows out or her Mtnation ns a 
woman-cromnioror If she Would add a 
oertaln arennes to Antiopo and infuse 
more buoyancy into her portrayal she 
would Improve greatly an already ad¬ 
mirable performance. 

Robert Drouet, as Lysander, acts with¬ 
out spirit or ooior. He spoils one of the 
most humorous speeches in the play— 
that one in the second act wherein Ly¬ 
sander describes <0 his men the treat¬ 
ment they murt expect—by reciting It 
without giving any value to its bright¬ 
ness. And in hla love scene he is sadly 
deficient in feeling. 

The one rich part of the drama—rich In 
comedy and popular appe a l—la that of 
(Manes. This 1* played by Henry V. Don¬ 
nelly In a nolay. burlesquing fashion, but 
he adds much to the gayety of the story. 
If the management suppresses hi* ex¬ 
uberance a trlfie and had other passages 
of the play given in lighter vein it would 
not be hurtful to the performance. 

The Amazon dances are graceful and 
beautiful and Mr. Terley has given the 
play a superb production, the scenes being 
always rich, but never gaudy. 

There will be two performance* of "The 
Eternal Feminine" to-day, and all per¬ 
son* who enjoy a play of rare beauty 
and acting of real worth should not 
neglect Miss Margaret Anglin In this one.

DR. M’KINNEy' SPEAKS ON

Delivers Lecture In Annual Series On 
Sunday-School Work At Bap¬ 
tist Seminary.

Hallowell Says He Was 
Faking 


IN EVENING POST STORIES. 


INSTRUCTIONS FROM WHALLEN 
AT BUCKINGHAM. 


HE GIVES HIS DEPOSITION. 


The deposition of W. C. Hallowell 
alias ’’Mysterious Red,** a witness in 
the $40,000 damage suit brought by Pat- 
^elck J. Bharkey against Richard W. 

/ KtvgU and the Evening Poet Company 
for alleged criminal libel was taken yes. 
terday at the BL Charles Hotel In New 
Albany. The proof was given on be¬ 
half of the plaintiff, and the direct ex¬ 
amination was conducted by David W. 
Badril, one of Sharkey’s counsel. He 
wa* accompanied by Joseph M. Huff- 
aker, Commonwealth’s Attorney. James 
P. Helm appeared as attorney for the 
defense. Sharkey claim*; that the pub¬ 
lication in the Evening Pool of a series 
of articles signed ‘’Mysterious Red” 
which declared, that his place was the 
resort of thieves has done him great 
injury. 

In explaining the circumstance* under 
which he came to Louisville Hallowell 
said that last summer he was working 
on the Inter Oceon in Chicago at a sal¬ 
ary* "f $25 a week, when he received a 
mnrtber of letters and telegrams from 
George Morrison, a member of the 
(Evening Post \ocal staff, to the purport 
that the Evening Post was engaged in 
a crusade against the Police Depart¬ 
ment of Louisville and Che administra¬ 
tion generally, and that it would be a 
■big thing for him If he would come 
down and tako a hand In ft. Witness 
declared that Morrison’s oasu ranees 
were so strong that he wia» led to be¬ 
lieve he would get money enough out 
of it “to buy him a chicken farm.” He 
took kindly to the idea and started for 
Louisville. On his way here. Hallowell 
said, he read all the articles sent him 
on the Post's so-called crusade which 
had been written by Morrison. 

• • • 

Takdn To the "Buck.” 


Hallowell stated that when he got 
here he was taken to the Buckingham 
Theater, where he met John H. WLal¬ 
ien and as he expressed it, ”a man 
named McGrath.” Whallen, said wit¬ 
ness. gave him his Instructions. Dur¬ 
ing his six-days' stay here in August, 
Hallowell swore It was studiously 
planned that he should never be about 
the Post or see Mr. Knovt Up to that 
time, he stated, he had supposed he 
was coming hero to do legitimate news¬ 
paper work on the staff as a police re¬ 
porter In order to get in with the au¬ 
thorities so that, if he discovered any 
abuse® he might write about them. Wit¬ 
ness said he realized that tv hen he got 
(his instructions at the Buckingham 
Theater he was to be nothing but a 
kind of a detective. The impression 
from his instructions and all that was 
sold to him was that the Poet was in 
possession of the facts, and that he 
was merely expected to ”hamrner them 
In.” Hallowell declared that he was 
told where thieves' Joints were, and 
that Sharkey’s place was mentioned 
with others.

that he was Just here to "hammer it 

“Were you writing lies knowingly?*' 
was asked. 

Hallowell responded that he did not 
like to call himself a liar, but that his 
work was what was known in news¬ 
paper offices as "padding." 

He was asked to explain what was 
meant by padding, and he replied, 
"faking.”

Witness was asked if he had not come 
back here to work on the Post, that 
If he did not surrender himself on ac¬ 
count of the charge of criminal libel 
against him and if Mr. Knott did not 
go on his bond.

Wit¬ 
ness filed a copy of this letter as an 
exhibit. When asked to explain why 
he wrote this letter. Hallowell said 
that on account of the indictment pend¬ 
ing over him he could not take any 
employment which he could expect to 
hold for any length of time.

He averred that be had been 
victimized and was not a real guilty 
party.

Witness was shown several letters, 
two or three he had written to Merit 
O’Neal, of O’Neal & O’NesJ, counsel 
for the defense, and one to Boyle G. 

In 
these letters witness demanded 
money which he said was due him on 
back salitry and expenses. The com¬ 
munications were written in a decided¬ 
ly Bowery tone.

Washington, Deo. 6.—Several bills re¬ 
lating to the tariff were introduced in 
the House of Representatives to-day. 

The bill of Representative Spalding, 
of North Dakota, provided for a tariff 
commission. The preamble of the bill 
reeiites that no ordinary session of Con¬ 
gress can fully Investigate the subject 
and determine wWat changes will best 
promote the genera* welfare. Nine 
commissioners are to Investigate and 
report to Congress recommendations as 
to necessary changes in the tariff. 

Representative Lovering, of Massa¬ 
chusetts. proposed three bills. The first 
provided for the allowance of drawback 
and remission of Antennal revenue taxes 
on articles consumed on vessels clear 
ing for foreign countries from United 
States ports. The second provided for 
a dirawbaick on imported articles on 
which duLies have been paid' which are 
used) in the prodiuctlon of or are Joined 
to or form an inseparable part of ar¬ 
ticles produced in the Unfl'ted States, 
and the third provided that where Im¬ 
ported materials on which duties have 
been paid are used as ooverlngs or 
wrapidngs of articles produced In the 
United States, there shall be allowed 
on the exportation of such articles a 
drawback equal in amount to the du 
ties paid on the materials used os cov¬ 
erings. 

Representative Baker, of New York, 
Introduced! a resolution reciting that 
the tariff is a fraud on the American 
people wherever it Is levied on any ar¬ 
ticle whose labor cost Is less In the 
United State* than eleerwhere. The ree 
oiution eapedlailly mention* art eel, and 
reaves: 

“That this despicable fraud upon the 
American people be stopped by direct¬ 
ing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
suspend the collection of the thrift tax 
of $7.84 a ton on steel rail* until such 
time as the United States Steel Cor¬ 
poration and others furnish conclusive 
evidence that the amount paid by them 
to thdtr employes for producing a ton 
of steed rails is greater than that pi id 
by English steel ria.ll manufacturers/ 

He uJteo introduced a resolution call¬

IN GOVERNMENT S FAVOR. 


United States Supreme Court Decides 
Case Affecting Naval Officers. 

Washington, Dev. 5.—Justice Brown 
to-day delivered the opinion of the Su¬ 
preme Court of the United States In 
the cast of C. M. Thpmas vs. The Unit¬ 
ed States, Involving the rights of naval 
officers in respect to extra pay under 
the navy personal acts of 1900 and 1901. 
The opinion is In favor of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

The claim presented was that naval 
officers who go to sea should be allowed 
10 per cent. In excess of their usual 
pay, because the Increased allowance is 
made to army officers who are assigned 
to duty at sea or at a foreign port, the 
purpose of the law being the assimila¬ 
tion of the salaries of army and navy 
officers. Mr. Thomas Is a Captain In 
the Navy and made claim for the ex¬ 
tra pay because of service in the Phil¬ 
ippines, In Cuba and at sea. Most of 
his claims were allowed by the Court 
of Claims, but this decision was to-day 
reversed.

Is duly returned to a court of the 
United States the Judge of that court 
may. In hls discretion, Issue a bench 
W'arrant for the arrest of the defend¬ 
ants wherever they may be found 
within the territorial limits of the 
United States; and that It shall be the 
duty of all persons authorized to serve 
such process to arrest the person or 
persons indicted, and. If they fall aft¬ 
er reasonable opportunity to furnish 
ball for their appearance, to bring them 
to the court In which the Indictment 
has been found. 

The Attorney General explains that 
much embarrassment in the adminis¬ 
tration of the law has arisen from the 
Inability of the United States to bring 
an offender to the place and the court 
where, by the Constitution and the 
laws, the accusation against him must 
be tried. By the Constitution, the trial 
of all crimes must be held In "the State 
and district wherein they shall have 
been committed.” 

TO REGULATE CARRIERS. 

A Bill Introduced By a Texas Con¬ 
gressman. 

Washington, Dec. 5.—Representative 
Russell, of Texas, to-day Introduced a 
bill to regulate carriers engaged in 
Interstate Commerce and to prohibit 
them from limiting their liability as 
It exists at common law. It provides 
that such carriers shall not so limit or 
restrict their liability by any general 
or special notice or by Inserting ex¬ 
ceptions In bills of lading or receipts 
It requires common carriers on the 
tender of the legal or customary rates 
of freight to receive and transport 
goods and deliver them In good con¬ 
dition. A refusal to transport them In 
accordance with the provisions recited 
shall render such carrier liable to the 
party Injured for damages, as well ns 
to a penalty of not less than $500 or 
more than $5,000, to be recovered In 
e<veh case by the owner of the goods 
In the Circuit Court of the United 
States for his district. 

The bill further requires common car¬ 
riers to furnish the shipper a bill of 
lading or memorandum, and In case of 
1 refusal they shall be liable to the above 
J penalty. __

Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 5.—tSpeo!al.]— 
The total vote cast in the State of 
Kentucky, a* shown by the official rec¬ 
ord in the Department of the Secretary 
of State, eormpleted to-day, is 435,765. 
Of this number, the leading Democratic 
elector received 217,170 votes, a majority 
over the leading elector of lbS93 

votes. The vote cast for the 

first Republican elector was 206,- 

277. The next largest number 

of votes was received by the Prohibi¬ 
tionist electors, for whom 6.609 votes 
were cast. The People’s party electors 
received but 2,511 vote*, while the So¬ 
ria list electors polled 3.602. The Social 
Labor electors received only 596 votes in 
the State. 

The largest vote polled In a single 
county v the leading electors of the 
two big parties was. of course. In the 
county of Jefferson. The smallest num¬ 
ber of votes cast in a county for the 
Democratlc electors was 7L In the ooun- 
ty of Leslie, while the smallest Re¬ 
publican vote In a county wus 334. In 
the county of Gallatin. The Prohibition¬ 
ist electors were voted for in every 
county of the State with the single ex¬ 
ception of the county of Letcher. In 
twelve counties, Breathitt, Elliott, 
Floyd, Grant, Jackson, Leslie, Letcher, 
Magoffin, Montgomery. Owsley, Perry 
and Robertson, the electors of the Peo¬ 
ple’s party did not poll a single vote. 
In twenty-two counties no ballots were 
cast for the Socialist party, and in 
forty-four counties the electors of the 
Social Labor party were not voted for 
at all. 

The last county to send In returns 
was the county of Harrison, In which 
they were held up by actions Instituted 
In court In the ICehoe-Ben nett con¬ 
gressional race In the Ninth district. As 
certified, Mr. Kehoe received in that 
county 2.670 votes, and Mr. Bennett re¬ 
ceived 1,520 votes, a majority for Kehoe 
of 1.150 votes. On the face of the re¬ 
turns from the entire district, Bennett 
won the certificate of election by 44 
majority.

PROMOTIONS FOR SEVERAL CLEARED UP BY A FRIEND. 




India rutpotta, Ind., Dec. 6.—[Special.] 
—There was a bartle in the Union 
Chapel cemetery in Delaware county 
early this morn in g between the brothers 
nf ihe Rev. John A. Pittinger and four 
ghouls who were trying to steal the 
minister's body, and some twenty ahotg 
were exchanged between the parole*. 
One of the ghouls Is thought to have 
been shot, but. how seriously he was 
hurt is not known. '* 

The Rev. Plttinger was known in his 
church sa the modern apostle, and he 
predicted bis death several weeks be¬ 
fore It occurred, though It was not 
preceded by ©ny known Illness nor was 
he sick w’hen the prediction was made. 
Union Ohape! cemetery has been visited 
by ghouls on three occasion* recently 
and the relatives of the deceased min¬ 
ister took turns watching his grave, as 
they fear^tl the body might be stolen. 

At 3 o'clock (his morning, while Ma¬ 
rion and Paul Pittlnger. brothers of 
'the deceased minister, were in a vacant 
house near the cemetery, two buggies 
weT“ driven up and four men got out. 
approached the grave and ccmmenced 
digging into it. The brothers fired up¬ 
on them and the ghouls returned the 
shots, taking refuge behind the tomb¬ 
stones and gradually working their way 
to the buggies. In the excitement two 
of them were separated from the other 
two. and scaling *the cemetery fence, 
ran down the highway, where they 
were Joined by the men who had suc¬ 
ceeded in reaching the buggies. 

Blood was found to-day on one of 
the tombstones, and It is thought that 
at least one of the Pittlnger*’ bullets 
took effect in some part of a ghoul's 
body. The four men are believed to 
have been medical students wiio wished 
to possess the body on account of the 
strangeness of The minister's death.

New York. Dec. 6.—The second trial 
of Nan Patterson, accused of the mur¬ 
der of "Caesar" Young, a wealthy 
bookmaker.

She was 
seated by her aged father.

Patterson carefully considered the 
capabilities of each talesman arid fre¬ 
quently suggested questions for her 
counsel to propound.

MAY FAIL OF PASSAGE. 


The members of the Louisville School 
Board were surprtwed Uii*t night by the 
visit of twenty-five women, a commit¬ 
tee from the Woman's Club and charit¬ 
able organizations of the city. They 
came to demand the appointment of 
truant officers a* required by the com¬ 
pulsory education law, papsed at the 
last session of the General Assembly. 
Mrs. Morris B. Belknap wa,* chairman 
of the Joint Committee and those who 
accompanied her included many of the 
leaders of social and club ILfia In the 
city. 

The school trustees are not any too 
prompt in arriving for meetings, and 
when the first member stepped into the 
room at 8:10 o’clock he almost ran away 
when he saw the benches surrounding 
the member*' desks occupied by wom¬ 
en.

Miss Tarrant said the committee rep¬ 
resented forty-five organizations of 
women numbering about 4,000 members 
In all. and that they were greatly in¬ 
terested ln the enforcement of the com¬ 
pulsory education law passed In March. 
She said they expected to hear the 
usual excuses, that there were no 
funds to pay truant officers and no 
schools to accommodate the children, 
but she said she wanted to call atten¬ 
tion to the example of the smaller cities 
of the Btate. Lexington had tried the 
plan of making the substitute teachers 
the truant officers and had found It 
successful, while Covington with a low¬ 
er tax for school purposes, had ap¬ 
pointed four truant officers at $2.50 a 
day. She said that the women when? 
appointed had made good truant offi¬ 
cers and she asked for expression* 
from the officers and members of the 
board as to why the law had not been 
obeyed. 

President Brachey asked Mr. Blain to 
make answer, and Mr. Blain replied 
that while It was undoubtedly true 
that the law was mandatory, yet the 
board hod been so short of funds that 
It could not pay the salaries of truant 
officers and could hardly make both 
ends meet as it was. Mr. Brachey an¬ 
nounced that he would appoint Mr. 
Blain, Supi. 1£. K. Mark and J. B. At¬ 
kinson a special committee to inves¬ 
tigate the question and prepare a for¬ 
mal reply to the women’s demand. 

• • * 

Prof. Mark Explains. 

Pmf. Mark explained at length the 
expenses which the school board Is 
compelled to meet and called attention 
to the fact that the school tax in 
Louisville is lower than that of any 
other large city in the country, with 
the exception of New Orleans. He said 
that the law requires the appointment 
of one officer to every 3.000 pupils, 
which would mean twenty-one officers 
In Louisville, their salaries amounting 
to at least $10,500. He also said that 
the school book law had cost the city 
$18,000 for text books for Indigent chil¬ 
dren. which expense It had not been 
anticipated by the board when the ap¬ 
propriations were made. Prof. Mark 
said further that if the children were 
brought Into the schools, the)' could 
not be tuken care of unless more 
schools were built, and the board has 
no money for that purpose. 

Miss Tarrant made reply, saying that 
the law had been construed by some 
lawyers to mean one officer for every 
3,000 children already In school and on 
that basis but twelve officers would be 
required in Louisville. She urged the 
importance of having all children edu¬ 
cated. Chapman Young thanked the 
woman for their cull and announced 
that he would expect their aid ln a 
campaign he Intended to start to se¬ 
cure a larger levy for school purposes. 
He urged the women to call frequently 
and was warmly applauded by them as 
he closed. 


"Suicide by morphine” was the ver¬ 
dict of Coroner Kelly after a port-mor- 
tem examination of the body of Wil¬ 
liam C. Lawrence, found in a room In 
the Enterprise Hotel at 7 o'clock yes¬ 
terday morning. 

Lying face downward on a. bed In 
which he evidently had not slept, the 
dead man was found by the night clerk 
of the hotel. There were no evidences 
of how he had met fils end as he had 
been in th© room since Saturday nignt, 
and the only scrap of writing was a 
note which read as follows: "In case 
of accident or death please notifly P. H. 
Duffy, care of the City Hospital.'* 
During the greater part of the day the 
cause of death was a mystery, as many 
people thought the note was only writ¬ 
ten for identification, and suggested 
foul play or heart failure. When It 
was learned that Lawrence was not 
known at the hotel and had only secur¬ 
ed the room on .Saturday night, suicide 
was strongly suggested and the exam¬ 
ination by the Coroner confirmed the 
belief. 

Lawrence went to the hotel Saturday 
night ami asked for a room. This was 
assigned him by the night clerk and he 
refired. The next morning (he bellboy 
knocked on his door, but made no fur¬ 
ther efforts to rouse him. Fearing 
that the man had slipped out without 
paying his board bill, the night clerk 
went to his room yesterday morning 
and receiving no response to several 
knocks, secured an entrance through 
another room. Lawrence was half- 
clothed. and from all appearances had 
taken t he room for the purpose of end¬ 
ing his life. 

Coroner Kelly was called and nfier a 
brief examination had the body re¬ 
moved to the undertaking establishment 
of Boden Bros., on Second street, where 
the post-mortem examination was held 
last night. 

• • • 

Son of Wealthy Parent*. 

Lawrence came to Louisville a year 
ago a* a tramp In the company of a 
man named Dick Hope and from the 
latter it was learned yesterday thaf 
Law’rence was the son of Mr*. Martha 
Roby, a woman of some wealth, living 
on One Hundred and Eighth street, 
Chicago, but a telegram to this ad¬ 
dress was not accepted and the body 
will be buried from Boden's chapel at 
9 o'clock this morning. The burial will 
be ln the Eastern cemetery. 

According to the story told by Hope. 
I^suvvTence had been turned out of hi* 
home by his step-father, S. C. Roby, 
proprietor and owner of the Roby race 
track In South Chicago, on account of 
his dissipated habits, and for several 
years had been wandering about the 
country. Hope !s the only man who 
knows anything about Lawrence's life. 
The latter *e*mrvd shelter ln Wayfar¬ 
ers* lodge .soon after he reached Louis¬ 
ville and for several days worked ut 
that institution for his board. Later 
he woe given a position in the City 
Hospital by Superintendent Vogt, and 
he soon proved his worth in such a 
manner that he was given a position 
as orderly in the detention ward. 

In the latter place his roving dispo¬ 
sition got the better of him and he was 
unaible to attend faithfully to his duties 
and was discharged on account of ab¬ 
sence from duty. A few days later he 
secured a position with the Avery Plow 
•Manufacturing Company, where he was 
employed at the time of his death. 

• • • 

Contemplated Suicide. 

There is little doubt that I^awrence 
contemplated suicide several days be¬ 
fore he secured the room in the Enter¬ 
prise Hotel. On several occasions he 
told Dick Hope that he was not fit 
to live. He was subject to melancholia 
attacks. Last Thursday he visited the 
hiM5.pltal, the Wayfarers' Lodge and the 
Gharlty Organization and bade goodbye 
to hii* friends. He was with Hope at 
the time and l*ft him soon afterward, 
saying that he was going to the fac¬ 
tory. He was not seen from that time 
until he was found dead In the Enter¬ 
prise Hotel. 

During his life In Louisville Law¬ 
rence attempted to reform and found 
hi* efforts partially successful, but he 
evidently despaired of regaining the 
faith and confidence of his family and 
decided to end his life.

The State of Indiana Is on the eve 
of setting up ownership to one ma¬ 
hogany sideboard, one mahogany din¬ 
ing table, one •mahogany china cabinet, 
ten mahogany leather-cushioned chairs, 
two leather-cushioned mahogany arm¬ 
chairs and one mahogany buffet, all of 
the alleged value of $5t*». Alvin T. Hert, 
former Superintendent of the Indiana 
Reformatory, is also a claimant, and 
besides wanting the property, also asks 
S500 damages from the present head of 
the Reformatory. Will H. Whittaker, 
till the ground that the latter has un¬ 
lawful possession of the furniture. 

The fact that the suit was pending 
had almost been forgotten, but an en¬ 
try on the docket of Judge Harry C. 
Montgomery, of the Clark Circuit 
Court, at Jeffersonville, made yester¬ 
day. shows the action Is still alive. The 
entry made by Judge Montgomery was 
setting aside the assignment of the case 
for trial on December 9 and granting 
leave for the State to die an Interven¬ 
ing petition by December 12. Attorney 
General Charles W. Miller will go over 
the papers and prepare his defense If 
he concludes the State owns the furni¬ 
ture. 

The suit was originally filed on No¬ 
vember 13. 1903. by Alvin T. Hert. who 
claimed the property was his person¬ 
ally. When Mr. Hert resigned us Su¬ 
perintendent of the Reformatory in No¬ 
vember. 1902. and was succeeded by 
Joseph P. Byers, the furniture was sold 
to the latter, but not paid for. so the 
story goes. The "Ripper Bill" ended Mr. 
Byers’ connection with the Reforma¬ 
tory and before he left In August. 1903. 
he turned the dining-room set over to 
Mr. Hert, who was then general man¬ 
ager of the Indiana Manufacturing 
Company. Mr. Hert resigned when Mr. 
Whittaker took charge of the Reform¬ 
atory'. 

Mr. Hert had the furniture packed 
and stored In one of the buildings of 
the Indiana Manufacturing Company, 

* where Mr. Whittaker found It and took 
charge of it, claiming the State of In¬ 
diana had paid for It. and It was part 
of the furnishings of the Superinten¬ 
dent’* residence. Mr. Hert was not 
long in finding out what had been done, 
and entered suit for possession, but the 
case has dragged along for more than 
a year without any steps being taken 
until this time. 

COMPLETE SEWERAGE SYSTEM 

Provided By Common Council of New 
Albany. 

Councilman Frank Fou&erousse pre¬ 
sided over the New Albany Common 
Com toil last evening. Mayor Grose be¬ 
ing ill. An ordinance wa^ adopted pro¬ 
viding for a complete modern, up-to- 
date system of sewers, sanitary, storm 
and surface that will supply every’ sec¬ 
tion of the city except a small portion 
in tlhe north*?uat corner, where the sit¬ 
uations are such that It could not be 
reached. 

The outlet of the solitary system of 
»ewers will be in the Ohio river about 
1U0 yard* above the m^uth of Falling 
Run creek, while the atorm and surface 
sewers will empty Into that stream, a 
#hort distance above the mouth. The 
main sewer of t'he sanitary system will 
be located on obscure streets of the 
West End. together with Elm. Oak, 
Chartres. Clark and other streets, with 
tributaries on M-ifti, Market, Water 
, and Spring streets, on a number of 
I cross streets and in many alleys. The 
eyetem includes the North Side suburb 
and provide** the service to all that part 
of the city ea*t of Vincennes street to 
the eastern boundary and south of Bee¬ 
ler. The cost of 'the system is to be 
assessed against all the property bene¬ 
fited in any manners theoe benefits to 
T>e determined by the city commission¬ 
ers. Improvement bonds bearing D per 
cent. Interest, are to be Isaued and 
turned over to the contractors In pay 
for the work, payment being provided 
for by the property benefited. Bids for 
the Improvement are <to he opened Jan¬ 
uary' 2. and the time for Lhe comple¬ 
tion Ls to be designated when the con¬ 
tracts are entered into. A copy of the 
plans and specifications will be on file 
in the City Engineer^ qfllee, where 
they may be seen by any one interest¬ 
ed. % 

There was quite a discussion con¬ 
cerning the manner ifn \Yhlch streets 
had been left after excavations were 
made for water and g&s services and. 
on motion of Councilman Pierson, the 
City Clerk was directed to serve no¬ 
tices on the companies interested and 
should -they fail to make proper repairs 
the work will be* done by' the Street 
Commissioner and the cost collected 
from the companies.

HER HUSBAND’S MISFORTUNE. ATTORNEYS BEGIN: ARGUMENT. 


Fearing that her body might fall Into 
the hands of medical students. It was 
the dying wish of Mrs* Mattie H. Kreis, 
of 2018 West Market street, that her 
remains ehouldi 'be cremated. She died 
Sunday night, after a eon tin tied illness, 
and rhe funeral services .wtit be held 
at the residence this afternoon, at 3 
o'clock. She was twenty'-three year* 
of age, and had been married to "Wil¬ 
liam Kreis for one year. 

"She told me several nights ago that 
she wanted her body cremated." said 
Mr. Kreis who is employed by the 
K h ufiran-Straus Company, last night. 
“She knew that She* was going to die. 
The idea of cremation was revolting to 
me. but she said that ever since she 
waa a child she had had a great horror 
Of being buried In the ground. She of¬ 
ten thought about medical students 
and grave robberies, and ft seemed that 
she had long ago made up her mind 
that when she diied sh * would request 
that her body be burned. 

"I told her if It was her wish I would 
do as she s>ald. It seemed to quiet her. 
She said If 1 didn't s*he didn’t know 
what she would do. The fear of being 
put In the ground seemed to fill her 
mind-, and lhe horror oif her body be¬ 
ing dissected always accompanied the 
fear. When the body Is cremated I will

DIES OF HEART ATTACK 

SUPERINDUCED BY FALL. 


Chicago, Dec. 5.—The Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission oonvened to-day but 
adjourned for four hours out of re¬ 
spect for its chairman, Martin A. 
Knapp, of Middletown, Conn., whose 
wife died yesterday at Philadelphia. 
Inquiry concerning the "uniform bill 
of lading'/ with representatives of 100,- 
000 shippers and officials of 300 rail¬ 
ways east of Chicago In attendance was 
taken up. 

Attorneys Levy Mayer, of Chicago, 
and John B. Daish. of Washington, D. 
C.. representing the shippers, b#gan 
their arguments to show that the adop¬ 
tion of the uniform bill of lading would 
work hardship to the shippers of the 
country to an extent of 20 per cent, over 
the present freight rates. 

More than 100,000 shippers are \itally 
Interested In the investigation, which 
may continue longer than a week. 
Forty of them are In Chicago, chiefly 
as witnesses. These represent nearly 
100 organizations of shippers or manu¬ 
facturers. The Illinois Manufacturers* 
Association and the American Ship¬ 
pers’ Association are taking the lead In 
the fight.

The Production of Cotton. 

Washington, Dec. 5.—The report of 
the Department of Agriculture to-day 
Indicates a total production of cotton 
In the United States in the year 1904-5 
amounting to 12.162,700 bales. The area 
picked or to be picked is estimated at 
30,053,700 acres, a reduction of 1,676,600 
acres, or 5.3 per cent., front the acreage 
estimated as planted. The report says 
that from present indications the aver¬ 
age weight of bales is not likely to fall 
below 500 pounds net. 

Trrckless Trolley In Berlin. 

Berlin. Dec. 5.—The first trackless 
trolley street railway litis begun opera¬ 
tion In Berlin and Is apparently a suc¬ 
cess. The vehicles resemble * electric 
omnibuses, but derive their po\ver*from 
an overhead trolley. They have a 
speed of ten tulles an hour. They are 
equipped with a special type of w’heels 
to prevent stoppages by snow.

This new bill of lading, which in to go 
into effect on January 1, provides that 
all goods transported at existing 
freight rates must be at the owrlers’ 
liability. If the carriers assume the 
liability 20 per cent, is added to the 
tariff. This practically will amount, 
it Is contended, to an advance of 20 
per cent. In the freight rates for most 
merchandise, and* for produce, manu¬ 
factured articles, hay, grain and lum¬ 
ber. 

Some of the other reasons given by 
the shippers for opposing the new bill 
of lading are; 

It always lias been customary for rail¬ 
roads to accept freight at carriers’ risk. 

Railroads contend that damages and 
losses have made the new* ruling impera¬ 
tive, but there never has been a year, 
it is held, when the actual loss amounted 
to more than $7,000,000 In view of thia, 
they say. the plun gives tho railroads a 
profit of $243,000,000 a year. 

If the railroads’ responsibility for 
freight is eliminated, the carriers would 
have no object in tracing lost freight or 
replacing damaged freight. Thia cannot 
be <lone by shippers, who cannot afford to 
lose the goods. 

An Increase in freight rates in the last 
four years by changing the classifica¬ 
tions already has amounted to $155,000,000 
more than it would under the former 
claselfixation. In the same time the mile¬ 
age has increased from 188,000 to only S)0.w 
000 miles. 

The new bill of lading is not negotia¬ 
ble Most of the railroads hove admitted 
they e.dslre more revenue, but the Illinois 
Central. Ch!ynago ami Eastern Illinois 
and railroads In the South and West have 
repudiated the newr bill of lading. 

INCREASED ACTIVITY 

Reported In the Wolfe County Oil 
Field. 

Campion, Ky., Dec. 5.—[Special.!— 
The oil business in this territory has 
increased to a considerable extent since 
the completion of the pipe line to thia 
place. Last w*eek there was over 1.000 
barrels of oil piped out of the tanks 
at this place, and there will be a con¬ 
siderable increase after this amount the 
present w*eek. Some wells that ai>e now 
producing from twenty to thirty barrels 
of oil per day will be shot and put 
to pumping. Well No. 1 on the Lyklns 
farm, which Is claimed will produce 
250 barrels of <fil per day, will be rig¬ 
ged up and put to pumping. A number 
of wells are expected to be drilled In 
in the next few # days. The Eastern 
Kentucky Oil and Gas Company, of 
I^exlngton, is drilling its first well on 
the Tolson fArm. and the same com¬ 
pany will this w*eek begin drilling on 
the Napier farm Just at the edge of 
the town limits. 

J. A. McCormick, of Pittsburg. Pa., 
has secured a l«*ase on 800 acres of land 
about four miles east of this place, 
and will begin developments In a few 
day's. This is considered wildcat terri¬ 
tory, and developments at that place 
will be watched with interest. Col. 
Ed H. Wilson, of this place. Is having 
a w'ril drilled on the Garrison farm, 
adjoining Lhe Wilder place, on wiiich 
is a well pumping about seventy-flve 
barrels per day. The tow*n is full of 
men, representing different companies, 
trying to secure territory on w*hich to 
make developments. In some Instances 
farmers have been oered $500 royalty 
on rnnall farms for leases to run from 
two to three months, and where leases 
have run out the companies* owning 
the leases have paid large prices for an 
extension of the leases sixty days to 
give them time to develop these leases. 
Real estate cannot be purchased near 
this piaev at any reasonable price. 

BIG TELEPHONE TRUST 

With Capital of $700,000,000 Is 
Said To Be In Contemplation. 

Chicago, Dec. 5.—The Chronicle to¬ 
day says: A scheme, which is the pre¬ 
liminary step to the organization of a 
gigantic telephone trust, which, u'hen 
its alleged purpose is accomplished, 
w ill involve a capital estimated ut $700,- 
OrtO.OOO and which will put out of exist¬ 
ence all Independent telephone manu¬ 
facturing companies In the country, has 
come to light In Chicago with the an¬ 
nouncement that a represent at l\*e of an 
Eastern syndicate is endeavoring to ob¬ 
tain options on all Independent factories 
In the city and has obtained a few. 

Similar options are being sought from 
all the Independent, telephone manu¬ 
facturing companies throughout the 
country w*lth the object of forming a 
big combination of manufacturing tele¬ 
phone Interests on about the same order 
as other large corporations, such as the 
United States Steel Corporation. In or¬ 
der to eliminate competition In this line. 

W. J. inlands, of Chicago, w ho Is said 
to represent Eastern parties In the 
movement, declared that proposed com¬ 
bination had proceeded so far that 
there was very little doubt about Its 
consummation. 


SugaT Refiners Lose Cas^e.

Dec. 5.-^The German 
Bank, of which President Emery, of 
the German-Amerlcan, is also presi¬ 
dent, has closed its doors. A no¬ 
tice posted on the doors gives as the 
reason for closing: "Insufficient funds 
to meet a constantly increasing run." 

At the German-Amerlcan Bank to¬ 
day there were no evidences of a run. 

More Gold For Europe. 

New York, Dec. 5.—Goiiman, Sachs & 
Co. have engaged gold bars amounting 
to slightly more than a million dol¬ 
lars for shipment to Europe, probably 
to-morrow*. The same firm has be-spok¬ 
en all the gold bars available up to 
Friday. It is believed that the gold 
engaged to-day will go to Germany. 

Revenue Receipts. 

Law renceburg. Ky.. Dec. 5.—[Special ] 
—The revenue receipts at the office of 
State Deputy Miss Mary Goggrtn, of this 
city, for the past month were $162,966.10, 
an increase of $22,884.07 over .the month 
of October, and $24,078.40 over Novem¬ 
ber. 1903. The collections last month 
were the largest since March, 1901.

FURTHER STEPS 


IN BELT LINE PROTECT WILL 
SOON BE ANNOUNCED. 


Directors cf Commercial Club To Con- 
side ; Replies From Railroads In 
Special Session. 


In order that the directors of the 
Commercial Club may give their undi¬ 
vided attention to the belt line project. 
It Is probable that a called meeting will 
be held In the clttbrooms next Monday 
afternoon. The regular monthly meet¬ 
ing of the directors will be held 
Wednesday afternoon, during which 
subjects brought up at the recent open 
meeting held hi the Louisville Hotel 
will be discussed. Among the commit¬ 
tees to he appointed will he one hav¬ 
ing In charge the securing of an audi¬ 
torium for Louisville. 

The belt line project will he carried 
over, and will be the only matter of 
business to be before Monday’s meet¬ 
ing. The last action to he taken re¬ 
garding the belt line was that directing 
President R. A. McDowell to procure 
from each railroad a statement show¬ 
ing the stand to be taken by the indi¬ 
vidual companies. After a considerable 
time these statements were secured, 
showing each company, save the L. and 
N., to be at least inclined to look fa¬ 
vorably upon the project. These letters 
were published and now constitute an 
Issue which the directors will try to 
meet. The opinion Is held by some that 
under one section of the Constitution of 
the State* of Kentucky the railroads 
can be compelled to Interchange switch¬ 
ing. In the reply of the L. and N„ It 
was stated that the officials of that 
company felt sure that they were act¬ 
ing within the provision of the law. and 
that thAJr position could be legally 
maintained. 

These letters will he placed before the 
directors and after the subject has been 
thoroughly discussed further measures 
will be outlined. It is the intention of 
the Commercial Club to sift the matter 
thoroughly, and to obtain interchange 
able swltcT/lng In Louisville If this can 
be done under the law. 


A modern sky-scraper may grace the 
present site of the First Christian 
church If plana In contemplation by a 7 
local capitalist are consummated. The 
Board of Trustees of the church has 
received an offer of $100,000 for the 
property, and a congregational meeting 
has already been arranged for next 
Sunday. Whan, the proposition will be 
laid before the church membership. 
The offer was made to Joseph P. TV»r- 
bitt, president of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees, a week ago, and came through 
the real eptate firm of James Buchanan 
& Son, who refuse to divulge the name 
of the person making the big offer, or 
to say what his real plans are in the 
event the proposition Is accepted by the 
church. 

Mr. Torbitt, the only member of the 
Executive Board of the church who 
knows the name of the capitalist who 
has made the offer, aald: ”He is a 
Louisville citizen, horn and reared here, 
and made his fortune io business in 
Louisville. He has bound me to se¬ 
crecy as to his name or his plans. In 
fact, I do not know thoroughly what 
his plans are. I do not know what the 
church will do about it. The proposi¬ 
tion has been made to me, and as pres¬ 
ident of the board it U my plain duty 
to lay it before the church in such man¬ 
ner as to secure the sense of the mem¬ 
bership regarding the eale of the site." 

• • • 

Reticent As To Action. 

Mr. Torbitt would not discuss the 
probability of the result of a vote of 
the congregation, but said he would not 
express himself one way or the other. 
T. J. Mlnary, another member of the 
board, said he knew nothing about the 
proposition. He said he would not state 
his position toward the proposition, but 
would be guided entirely by the ma¬ 
jority of the membership when the 
question come* to a vote at next Sun¬ 
day's meeting. 

James Buchanan, through whose 
agency the offer wns made, refused to 
divulge the name or plans of the cap¬ 
italist he Is representing. He said the 
matter Is now' In the hands of the 
church congregation, and that the name 
of the pereon making the offer will be 
withheld until the proposition La acted 
upon. In the event it Is accepted, the 
deal will be closed and the name of 
the purchaser made pubMc, together 
with his plans.

Mr. Claflin Not After Site. 


The rumor that gained circulation 
yesterday that John Claflln. the New* 
York capitalist, is after the site Ir with¬ 
out foundation. The lease of the Chit¬ 
lin people on the property now occupied 
by the New York store does not expire 
until 1912. Investigation shows that 
John Bacon has made no ofler for the 
property, and his repmsentatlves here 
say ho does not want it. The lease on 
the property now occupied by thp 
Bacon store on Market street holds 
more than twenty years.

Divided As To Moving. 


GRAND JURY FOR THE DECEM¬

Judge Pryor In Charge Calla Atten¬ 
tion To Investigation of Elec¬ 
tion Frauds. 


The question of moving the church 
has been under consideration by the 
congregation for several years, the con. 
gregatlon being divided about equally. 
Though the subject has caused no fac¬ 
tional feeling, both sides have been out¬ 
spoken in their positions, toe of the 
members who favor a change of loca¬ 
tion offer the argument that a large per 
cent, or the membership reside south 
of Broadway, while those who favor 
remaining at the present site put forth 
as their strongest argument the fact 
that the church at its present location 
attracts a large transient attendance 
and thereby does a great good. They 
strengthen this argument by pointing 
out the fact the church is the only one 
In the central part of the city where 
night services are held, and that the 
hotel guest* attend the services there 
with regularity. 

other minor arguments pro and con 
are based on the different opinions of 
the membership. Those who believe it 
to be the best Interests of th* church 
to sell the present site and change the 
location say that a location on or near 
Broadway will attract as many of the 
transients as the present location, and 
at the same time move the church 
nearer to the membership in the south¬ 
ern section of the city, thus affecting a 
satisfactory compromise In location 
The argument that the church In its 
present condition is inadequate Is al*o 
put forward in favor of a change, it 
Is claimed that the church cannot be 
remodeled satisfactorily to make It 
larger and more convenient without an 
outlay of a. large sum of money. The 
remodeling question has been discussed 
frequently by the Board of Trustees, 
but no decision has bfcen reached. 

• • • 

Old Members In Opposition. 


member, who is a shrewd business man, 
said: 

•‘I do not favor a change In the loca¬ 
tion of our church. I feel that at its 
present site its field for good is greater 
than at any other location In Louis¬ 
ville. Looking at the question from 
that point of view. 1 will vote against 
the sale; then the price offered is no in¬ 
ducement. If T should lay aside all 
other questions and view the proposi¬ 
tion froufa business standpoint, 1 would 
vote against It because the price offer¬ 
ed is not enough. That site is the most 
valuable in Louisville, and It Is In¬ 
creasing In value rapidly. If I were a 
real estate speculator, I would like to 
get it at that price." 

Asked who he thought had made the 
offer, the speaker sabl: 

"1 am convinced that it Is not a mer¬ 
chant—at least. If it is a merchant, he 
doesanot want the location for a store 
building. I am convinced that it Is 
some sp>eoulatnr who realizes the value 
of the property and the fact that it Is 
rapidly becoming more valuable." 

Another member says that the church 
w ould make a mistake hy selling at the 
figure offered. 

"We can hold the church a few* years, 
even if we must remodel the interior, 
and make money by so doing. However, 

1 am willing to abide* by the decision of 
the majority." he said. 

The fact that a bonded debt of $lf>,000 
and an unsecured debt of $r».000arebang¬ 
ing over the church may influence some 
of the members, who would otherwise 
rather sea the church remain where it 
is. to vote for a sale and a change of 
location. It is claimed by the members 
who favor the acceptance of the jrres- 
ent offer that such a deal w*ould enable 
the building of a handsome church, pay 
olT the bonded debt, and at least secure i 
that which is unsecured, and which was 
loaned by T. J. Minary, Joseph P. Tor¬ 
bitt and other leading members of the 
congregation. __

The Executive Commit¬ 
tee reported that Dr. Joseph P. Cal¬ 
houn. of Pittsburg, had accepted charge 
of the revival and will come February 
15 or March 1. In accordance with the 
original plan of the association, serv¬ 
ices will be begun In different parts of 
the city rimuttaneouely, wiilch will 
continue for several weeks. Much 
work will have to be done before the 
plans of the as**odatii<m are completed, 
and the ttvo committee® will be busy 
until the revival begins. 

At the same time that the Louis¬ 
ville ministers were conferring, the min¬ 
isters of Jeffersonville were in spsslon. 
discussing a plan for Joining In th*» 
work, and a committee was appointed 
by them, to meet with the Louisville 
Ministerial Association- next Monday 
morning. 

The Rev. Dr. T. M. Hawes presided 
in the absence of the Rev. pr. E. L. 
Powell, who is out of town. It had 
been expected that the Rev. Dr W. H. 
Marquess would speak upon "(Christian 
Faith and Christian Science." bu$ he 
missed his train In DanvWe, and ’was 
not present. In bis absence, the Rev. 
Dr. Henry E. Doaker delivered a lec¬ 
ture upon the life ami works of Boni¬ 
face, the Eighth-century missionary 
While the nddresa of Dr. Poeker was 
entirely without special preparation, his 
extensive knowledge of his subject 
made It of the greatest Interest to hla 
hearers.
